at Penang, It is a matter for regret 
that I should have injured the sensitive 
feelings of Mr, E. N. T. Cummins, and 
the unanimous nine members who com- 
pleted his general mecting. I was giveq 
nt notien that roy appeal was to bedi 
cussed, alt ough IT prosume Mr. Cymming, 
and the S.crelary were aware of it, bu 
perhaps it was not desired to hear ti 
other sido of the question or to disturh 
the unanimity of the meeting.

The signs of industrial discontent were 
apparent long before the cessation of 
hostilities, and wero most in evidence 
where no sound oauecs for unrest wero 
observable. It was not the men who had 
sacrificed their prospects to fight for their 
country whose voico was heard, but 


rather the voice of those who, by every 
means in their, power, had resisted all 
attempta at enlistment, ‘ hedging ” with 
“ indispensable ” es, Now it is 
not. for onc moment to be maintained that 
ere is not sound cause for reform in 
(lydeside, as eleowh ro in, Great Britain, 
i¢/it can confide: ay be ‘stated that this 
irewent unrest does not arise from any 
spiritaal or ideal source. Various an 
intermittent attempts’ have 
made utong the Clyde banks, as olso- 
where in Beotland, to introduce little 
cottage garden houses for the workers, 
but the workers refuse to inhabit them, 
preferring smoky, unhealthy, gaunt tene- 
ments, In Glasgow, as elsewhere in in- 
dustrial Scotland, wages, which. even in 
| pre-war days were good, have increased 
enormously, but there has been no cor- 
responding desire for better housing, 
even where available. Mechanics, wit 
sons all tradesinen, sometimes earning 4 
total wage-bill of £36 weekly, five in 
£10 yearly houses, next door to a labour- 
er earning a fraction of such wages, or 
a soldier's wife living on a meagre Army 
allowance. It-is not the soldier's wife, 
nor the soldier himself, nor the labourer, 
but the £6-a-week man who is the mal- 
gontent. .

LOKD WHIR ON THE FUTURE 
OF FLYING 
1,500 MILES NON-STOP FLIGHTS. 


Lord Weir, the Air Minister, who was 
the guest nt luncheon of the Manchester 
Corporation, on December 20th, predicted 
that within five years navigating an acro- 
plane in bad weather ought to he ag ensy 
no steering a ship under similar circum- 


stances. We now possessed acroplancs 


which carried w& crew of seven, and thirty 
pasengers, which climbed to a height of 
10,000ft., travelled at lou miles an hour, 
and could make a journey of 1.200 miles 


Without a stop. These machines eould 


come down, if necessary, on (he surface 
of the seus, fluat, and rine agnin with 
their full load. His lardship predicted 
an international aircraft convention w 
settle (he Hines upon which flying could 


be undertiken between different coun- 


tries. Until this became operative, and 
home legislation had been passed, there 
could be no privaw Mying'at all, either 
international ur in this country. Agree 
ment might’ be reached in about five 
months. He thought that a new Govern- 
ment departinent should spring out of the 
present Air Ministry, with a small, but 
highly-paid, staff. 

His lordship mentioned that, in August, 
lol4, the flying services cunisted of 28d 
olfcerg and 1,863 other — ranks. In 
November, 1035, the strength of the Royal 
Atr Force was 30,000 officers and 260,000 
men, and about 30,000 women and boys, 
Tt might well be that the transport by 
air would one day rival and even sur 
pass transport by land and water, 
Machines (as described above) had either 
ween delivered or were under construc 
tion in substantial oumbers, It was mot 
enough, however, to make inachines which 
were marvels. We must be able to navi- 
gaty the machines and organise that 
navigation, to the last limit of the pos- 
sibilities of the machines, He said, with 
the strongest emphasis, that there had 
been, and still. wag, a cerivus danger of 
operational aspect being overluvked, or 
at all events slighted, in favour of the 
constructional or manufacturing aspect. 
He percetved no immediate limitation on 
the constructional side; but he did 
peroniva Jimitations on the uperational 
side, 

WHAT TRAVELLERK DESIRED. 

Wondrous stunts were performed in the 
air, and had been immediately useful in 
the art of war, and would continue to be 
useful for the testing of machines, but 
gymnastics and acrobaticg in the frma- 
ment had really little to do with the ope- 
rationnl side of aviation. The air 
traveller of the future would have no 
desire to take part in acircus. He would 
want to be sure that on a given day, to 
be settled in advance, he could leave, say 
London, ata certain hour in the morning 
and ‘arrive, say, al Marseilles, at o ecr- 
tain hour in the afternoon whatever 
the weather, 

“Tam an enthusiastic optimist about 
the future of aviation,” cuntinued Lord 
Weir, ‘but I hopo my optimiem is sane, 
and therefore, I shall venture to insist 
that, at (his highly critical period in the 
history of the new transport, nothing 
but harm can come from not facing the 
fnetual, and I will ada my opinion that 
the future may be gravely prejudiced by 
impaticnce for showy results. The success 
of the operationa] side of air transport 
will depend upon meagures which cannot 
be carried out in five minutes. Thesé 
measures are: The development of 
navigational instruction by really sound 
and scvere navigational training, the 
creation of an energetic moteorological 
service specially designed to help air 
transport, the adoption of improved 
systemg of wireless telegraphy and tele- 
phony, and the adoption of a first-class 
system of day and night marking of land. 
ing places and serodromes, 

“T£ these mossures are taken, I am 
quite gure that, five years henee, there will 
be no more difficulty in navigating an 
aeroplane over a long course in foggy or 
otherwise bad weather than there is now 
in navigating a ship. If these measures 
are not taken, if hard and continuous 
experimental study ig not put into the 
problems yet unsolved, then trouble, 
delay, and diggouragement will certainly 
ensue. Already we have machines 50 
devised that they can land safely at de- 
‘finite gliding angles entirely without 
humen control: Thig means that, when 
the pilot can ect his instruments by 
means of a kito balloon anchored in clear 
air, he will be able to land with safety in 
an scrodrome completely fog-bound.” 

Lord Weir did not think that the best 
ends of civilization would be served by 
keeping civil aviation for a Government 
monopoly. Oo-operation between the 
activities of tho Stnte and the activitica 
of private firme would produce the 
finest. results, The State must be the 
pioneer; it must help, encourage, guide,’ 
‘and axerciso control; it must be in a 
position to say," Thou shalt " and “Thou 
shalt not’; but, emphatically, it must 
not ‘monopoliso, _ Such a department 
must be in charge of few men, but of. 
the best. available men, who must he 
highly paid; in charge of men_ acous- 
tomed to ‘wait pationtly for results. not 
of men who wanted to be in the middle 
of next weok. before they had got ‘over 
Sunday. It must bo brend-minded 
enough to engage ‘the intercats find on- 
thusinsm of the highest people for the 
biggost schemes. Ho would like to seo the 
big shipping and othor oxistirig transport 
organisntiong actively interesting them- 

selves in the davelopmuent. 

‘Tho now department should apring out 
of tho existing Air Ministry, which must 
be reconstituted and reorganised, so aa 
not only.te control the administration of

INTERNATIONAL AIR CONVENTION, 

“We have already drafted the articles 
of this convention, which is being sub- 
mitted to our Allies,” said Lord Weir. 
“If they substantially approve it, an 
internationa! air conierenoe will be held, 
and I .have reason to anticipate that, 
within the next four or five months, the 
principal nations of the world will hava 
reached an agreement. on thig momentous 
matter, Similarly, domestic leyislation 
will have to be passed for the regulation 
‘af flying in this country. The draft bill 
is now ready, and I anticipate that, with- 
in a faw weeks of the opening of the new 
Parliament, a useful Act will come inte

‘As a part of the help, encournge- 
ment, and guidance, the new department 
will have to provide a thoroughly efficient 
twchuical section for research and oxperi. 
mental, parpuses, which section Would 
work in’ vlowest touch with private in- 
dustry, Substantial public expenditure 
would be necessary for the opening up 
of the new avenues of progress and for 
the development of what is proved to be 
good in private enterprise, “Further, the 
State should acquire, in permanence, a 
Jarge proportion of the existing military 
nerodromes, and should render them 
availnble for general use by leasing sheds 
ta. private operational companies, and 
merely charging a fee for landing. In 
thig way, while the State would not 
suffer, private enterprise would be re- 
lieved of an exceedingly heavy capital 
charge. 

"The department should undertake the 
training of al) pilots to be employed on 
public tranaport services, whether such 
servicts are in the hands of the depart- 
ment itself or in private hands, Such a 
course would secure public confidence in 
the efficiency of the pilots, and would 
provide & reserve of pilots for the Royal 
Air Force in times of emergency. From 
the superabundance of machines at ita 
disposal upon the conclusion of peace 
aod suitable for conversien to commercial 
use, the Slate should be ready to disposa 
of u considerable number at a low price 
to private operational companies. - 

‘The new department should under- 
take the mapping out and the marking 
of awrial routes, the lighting of the same 
by day and by night, and the inspection. 
and certification af ull private alraraft. 
Above all, it should attend to the special 
meteorological developments. Finally, 
the department must be ready itself to 
undertake mails, goods, and passenger 
services, wherever private enterprise may 
be found lacking.” 

The scheme would cost a lot of money 
according to pre-war standards, but a 
very little accurding to the standards of 
war. However much it cost, it would 
not .be expensive, for it, would serve two 
ends, of which the the value was beyond 
money. Firat, it would provide this 
country with a new and tremendous in- 
dustry which,.in a supreme degree, would 
constitute and maintain the arterial 
system of great civilisation of the future. 
Second, it would do honour to consum- 
mate, and justify the magnificent work 
begun by those who were dead and wham 
they moruned 


ANXIETIEA OF HOLLAND. 


‘There are several Dutch problema 
which need golution. One of them con~ 
cerns the future etatua of the mouth of 
the Bcha! which tha Belgian Govern- 
ment officially declares must be changed 
at aon early date, while Holland wants, 
if poasible, that everything shall remain 
ae it is, and the mouth of the Scheldt 
remain Dutch aa before, despite the fact 
that the ovents of the war have proved 
that it is only fair thot Belgium chould 
contro] the mouth of a river which is 
generally described as ‘ Belgium’, lung.’® 

Then thore is tho question of the Lim-~- 
burg, territory, which was handed to Hol- 
land ‘by the Poworg in 1839, despite the 
‘Belgian protest, thus bringing about tho 
situation which recently: made possible 
tho transit of Gorman unarmed troops 
from Bolgium into Germany over Dutch 
territory.

BILLIE CARLETON'S DEATH. 
“© DISGUSTING ORGIES.” 


Lo Ping You, the Chinaman, aged 24, 
and-his Beottish wife, Ada Song Ping 
You, aged 30, who were arrested follow- 
ing the sensational evidence given aot the 
inquest on Miss Billic Carleton, the 
actress, appeared on December 1ith, ene 
at Thames and the other at Marlborough- 
street, Police-courts, on charges connected 
with the opium traffic. The man, who 
vas arrested at 24, Limchouse-enuseway, 
pleaded guilty to 8 charge of having 
in his possession without 
authority, and with having also an opium 
smoking pipe and other utensils 

Mrs. Lo Ping You, who is known as 
“Mrs, Ping,’ and lives at the same 
addresa, wag charged before Mr. Mead, 


at Marlborough-strect, under Regulation 
40 B of the Defence of the Realm Act, 
with supplying propared opmum to 
Leonora Stewart (Miss Billie Rerleton i 
Detween August 2st and October 14th, 
ghe not being an authorised person ; and, 
further, with being in posession of pre- 
pared opium for smoking and of pre- 
pared opium at 16, Dover-street, between 
the above dates.
